Most of my time this month has 
been taken up with compiling the 
comments from 200-odd 17-Bit 
disks #2501 to #2722. These disks 
come from the CD-Rom "The 17 
Bit Continuation Disc" and the 
remaining disks from #2723 to 
#2800 will be described in next 
months Cursor. 





There are some more Games disks 
off this CD-Rom that we may put 
into the PD Library in the future, 
but it depends on our dwindling 
supply of blank disks and the 
available time of our hard-working 
Librarian, Steve Knight and his 
daughter Renee. 


If anyone out there has a surplus of 
3.5" floppy disks (say, because they 
were using them for backing up a 
hard-drive, but now they are using a 


different back-up system), then we . 


would certainly appreciate the 
donation of these to the PD Library. 
The only other option we have is to 
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use the earliest disks in either the 
Fred Fish or 17-Bit collections to 
put newer programs on. 


To illustrate the 17-Bit disk 
descriptions in this months 
CURSOR, I have tried to use screen 
clips from the various programs on 
these disks, rather than just 
appropriate clip-art. This should 
give you a better idea of what some 
of the programs look like. 


Speaking of the PD Library, we are 
still looking for a permanent PD 
Librarian to take over these duties 
from Steve Knight, who 1s also our 
Commercial Librarian. If any 
member feels they would like to 
contribute to the Club and also do 
some interesting and rewarding 
work with Public Domain software, 
please contact Steve Knight, 
myself, or any Committee Member. 


Iam still waiting impatiently for my 
update to PageStream Version 3. I 
contacted a new software retailer 
"Emerald Creative" yesterday to see 
if they had heard anything about the 
release of PageStream 3. They 
advised that they had placed orders 
for them and were advised by the 
Australian Distributors that it has 
been released overseas and that they 
will be getting supplies of it 
"tomorrow". They will be selling it 
for $399, which is a little less than 
the retail price of $449-$499 which 
has been touted around the traps. 

They also advised that the 
Australian distributors were 
arranging distribution of all the 
upgrades that have been registered 
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with Soft Logic and were expecting 
to ship them within a week. 


After nearly 9 months of waiting, 
and hearing that it will be released 
"real soon now", this is the most 
optimistic news I have heard. 
However I'll only believe it when I 
finally have it in my hot little hands. 


I have looked at a very early 
"Alpha" version of PageStream 3 
which showed the menus and 
buttons, but didn’t allow you to do 
anything (not even load a font). It 
still looked very good and a big 
improvement over the old program. 


Incidentally, isn’t it nice to hear of a 
NEW Amiga dealer, amidst all this 
doom and gloom about 
Commodore’s demise. It just goes 
to show that there continues to bea 
large base of Amiga USERS out 
there who will still require support 
from dealers. The service I received 
from Emerald Creative was quite 
good. Their 4 full-page ads in 
A.C.A.R. appear to offer discounted 
prices, and when I phoned they 
displayed good knowledge about 
the machines and were willing to 
listen to what I said, and provide 
some advice, even though they 
knew I was not buying. This is the 
type of service I like and will go 
back to when I am ready to buy.

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Our cover picture is a JPEG file 
titled "Skier". I collected it about 6 
months ago at a Sunday Workshop 
meeting on a disk of JPEG pictures. 
It started off as a 640 x 480 file 
which I loaded into Art Department 
Professional. Here it was cropped to 
a 513 x 480 image and converted to 
a HAM-8 pic of 256,000 colours. 
The tone was adjusted in AD-Pro 
using the "Balancing" operation by 
reducing the contrast by 25% and 
increasing the brightness by 10%. 

It was then converted from colour to 
a 256 shade gray-scale and finally 
saved as an IFF file. 

This file was then imported into 
PageStream and scaled to fit the 
front cover. It was also copied and 
scaled down to 30%, to be displayed 
on the top of this column. 

When printing the cover, a higher- 
resolution result was obtained by 
setting the "screen frequency" to 90 
through the "Edit CoOrdinates" 
menu. This increased the contrast 
and darkened the print, bringing it 
back to the orginal shade & tone.

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There is not a great deal to report 
since last writing the report. Writing 
the configuration files for each CD- 
Rom has taken a great deal more 
time than I had allotted. 


I have actually been putting in 
about 40 hours a week on the BBS.

-echos. The time frame for this has 


been pushed back because of the 
extra time taken up with the 
CDRoms. 


As for the Graphic capabilities of 
the BBS, these are still coming 
along quite well but we are awaiting 
the imminent arrival of a dedicated 
AV harddrive. The standard drives 
do thermal resets which spoil the 
streaming data on video capture. 
They are slower too. But as it is 
some of you who can download the 
captures we did of the 
Commonwealth Games screens will 
know the quality obtained. Still can- 
not capture as yet on 100% JPEG, 
the best so far is 94%. 


We have online now all the files 
from the importers of 
MacroSystems manufactured hard- 
ware, Retina, V-Lab, V-Lab Motion 
etc. in a file area called Peripheral 
Imports.
